Ieis proposed that several articles of native 
Production mentional, sheep skize, tan bark, 
be, £0, should be subjected to’ an export 
duty, theredy cramping the operativos of the 
producer, chespening, relatively, the prive of 
the article at home, aad thus. “incidentally” 
Puting money: into the pockets of the home 
maoutactarers. 

Grain we recommended to be” admitted 
“ free," while not a word is saud against the 
duty on flour and cordmeal. This, let us 
charitably suppose, is. sop for the millers. 
Now, in all tairnes and simplicity, let ws asic 
fare not the consumers of flour and meal 
Tittle more in the eyes of the Stato than the 
grinders? If not, the Boards ot Trade Con- 
vention is right, aod we are very mach in the 
wrong! 

‘We have vo special admiration of these 
recommendations, because they der not agree 
with those fundamental principles uf ireedom 

of trade, which’ we believe” umlerlie all ays 
tome of permanently healthiul comercial 
egislation. We cao, however, honestly 
endorse one recommendation of the Coayen— 
tion, in #0 far as it may be consatent wit 
the interests of the public revenue to comply 
with it, namely : “That all raw material, 
“ erpecially required tor manufacturing pur- 
 poves, be admitted free.”” This is a sound 
Principle, ia 90 far as it squares with” the 
requirements of the State; and, tor our own 
part, we shall oot regret it if the Goveramer 
ean flat iteelf im a position to give it general 
‘satisfaction.
